SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled New Cunts 71 is classified as objectionable. The magazine is 
classified as objectionable because it tends to promote and support the exploitation of 
young persons for sexual purposes. 

The magazine is a glossy publication, a vast proportion of which is in the form of 
coloured glossy photographs of sexually explicit activity. A section of the magazine 
advertises the availability of a video recording that contains a story of an adult male's 
sexual relationship with a teenage female. The advertisement describes the sexual 
activity in terms intended to entice people to buy or view the publication. Several vivid 
photographs of teenage females explicitly engaged in sexual activity appears adjacent 
to the description. The presence of such an advertisement in a magazine that 
emphasises women as being sexually uninhibited serves to normalise sexual activity 
involving young persons. 

The Classification Office is therefore of the opinion that the magazine tends to 
promote and support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes and is in 
contravention of s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(the FVPC Act). 

In reaching this decision the Classification Office has expressly taken into 
consideration the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act). Section 3(2) of 
the FVPC Act takes precedence over si 4 of the NZBR Act and so no further 
consideration needs to be given to si4. 
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
